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Ban to UN summit: Stop 
fuelling Syria bloodshed 
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UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
UN Secret ary-General Ban 
Ki-maon on Tuesday called 
an states to stop sending 
weapons to tlie Syna conflict 
as the United States and Rus¬ 
sia wrangled over destroying 
Syna's chemical weapons 

"I appeal to all states to 
stop fuelling the bloodshed 
and to end tlie arms flows to 
all parties," Ban said as he 
opened the annual UN Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. 

Russia IS the key arms 
provider to President Bashar 
al-Assad while Syria accuses 
Saudi Arabia, Qatar and other 
Gulf states of annmg opposi¬ 
tion rebels 

The UN chief also called 
on Assad and tlie rebels — 
and "all tliose in tins hall witli 
influence over them" -- to 
press for a peace conference 
to end tlie war that has left 
more than 100,000 dead. 

"Military victory is an il¬ 
lusion. Tlie only answer is a 


political settlement," he told 
world leaders. 

Ban's appeal came as tlie 
Umted States and Russia 
haggled over a Secunty 
Council resolution to back an 
agreement for Assad to give 
up chemical weapons. 

"I look forward to the im¬ 
minent adaption of an en¬ 
forceable Secunty Council 
resolution on chemical 
weapons,' Ban said 

"Tins should be followed 
immediately by humamtanan 
action,'* he said. 

US Secretary of State John 
Kerry was to meet his Russ¬ 
ian counterpart Sergei Lavrov 
later in New York on Tuesday 
to discuss tlie UN resolution 
and their joint chemical dis- 
annament plan 

A top Russian diplomat 
said til at tlie resolution could 
be enforced under Chapter 
VII oftlie UN Charter. 

Russia had earlier accused 
the United States and its al¬ 


lies of using "blackmail" at 
the United Nations by seek¬ 
ing approval for military' 
force 

Ban voiced hope for 
progress in ending the 30- 
iiionth civil war in Syna fol¬ 
lowing the August 21 
chemical attack near Damas¬ 
cus, winch the United States 
estimates killed 1,400 people 

"Tlie response to the 
heinous use of chemical 
weapons has created diplo¬ 
matic momentum --tlie first 
signs of umty m far too long," 
Ban said. 

"Now we must build on it 
to get the p arties to the nego¬ 
tiating table,' he said. 

Ban noted that "the vast 
majority" of the more tlian 
100,000 dead in Syna were 
killed by conventional 
weapons, 

"We can hardly be satis¬ 
fied with destroying chenncal 
weapons wlnle the wider war 
is still destroying Syna," Ban 
said. 

"It IS time to end the 
killing and reach the peace 
the Synan people need and 
deserve,** he said 

Ban called for '*full ac¬ 
countability for senous inter¬ 
national crimes" — either 
through the International 
Cnminal Court in Tlie Hague 
" or by other means consistent 
with international law." 

Ban also returned to some 
of his key tliemes of encour¬ 
aging development and fight¬ 
ing climate change 


Senate leader eyes 
Sunday scrap over 
US gov’t shutdown 
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Capitol Hdl 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Tlie 
US Senate faces a Sunday 
showdown over whether to 
keep government running, 
but bickenng over President 
Barack Obama's signature 
health care law is bringing 
federal agencies dangerously 
close to shutdown. 

A firactured Congress is 
stniggling to approve a stop¬ 
gap spending bill tliat keeps 
government doors open after 
the current fiscal year ends 
next Monday. 

Tlie Republican-led House 
of Representatives last week 
passed a contentious measure 
that funds government oper¬ 
ations at current levels 
through December 15, but 
which also strips the tliree- 
year-old healtli care law, 
known as "Obamacare," of 
all its funding. 

Senator Harry Reid, the 
Democratic majonty leader. 


vowed to thwart ongoing Re¬ 
publican efforts to do tbe 
same in his chamber, telling 
reporters on Tuesday that 
"the Senate will not pass any 
bill that defunds or delays 
□bamacare." 

He has set up an imtal 
procedural vote on the matter 
for mid-day Wednesday and 
both parties acknowledged 
that the measure will reach 
tlie 6Q votes necessary in the 
100-member body 

Reid said he will tlien strip 
out tlie Obamacare language, 
and amend the budget bill to 
fimd government only until 
November 15 instead ofirud- 
December. 

Tliat would push Congress 
to quickly work out a long¬ 
term budget deal instead of 
extending the fiscal crisis 
nght up to the end-of-year 
holiday penod

London-'AnibEt: I hc World 
Alzheimer Report released 
recently by Alzheimer's Dis¬ 
ease Lnternati onal (ADI) ex- 
aiiiines the latest global and 
regional trends of older peo¬ 
ple needing dementia care, 
and provides an analysis of 
long-term care systems 
around the world. 

Tlie report reveals that as 
the world population ages, 
the traditional system of “in¬ 
formal” care by family 
friends, and community will 
not be sustainable. Data from 
the 2Q13 World Alzheimer's 
Report predicts the number 
of dependent older people 
will rise from 1D1 million in 
20LD to 277 million in 205D, 
an almost tlireefold increase. 
Nearly half of tiiem are living 
with Alzheimer's disease or 
other fomi of dementia, 
quickly a becoming a global 
health crisis. 

The Aruba Projection: 
Based on the population pro¬ 
jection ("medium seen an o”), 
201D-2D30 oftlie Central Bu¬ 
reau of Statistics Aruba 
(CBS), this World 
Alzheimer's report indicates 
that by 2030, the Aruba pop¬ 
ulation will consist of 3,SD0 
persons developing or suffer¬ 
ing from Alzheimer's or re¬ 
lated conditions (A.D). Tins 
number is an increase by 2.5 
times greater tlian the 2010 
estimate (± 1,500 persons). 
So, without a medical break¬ 
through, tlie number of peo¬ 
ple with A.D conditions in 
Aruba is expected to be al¬ 
most triple by 2030 when 
compared witli the estimate 
of 2D10. This increase is 
much higher when comp ared 
to the World Alzheimer's Re¬ 
port 2013, which expects a 


triphcation by 2 05 D. Qn aver¬ 
age symptoms of A D and re¬ 
lated conditions ae noticed 
by families more or less tliree 
years before a firm diagnosis 
is made. Alzheimer’s and re¬ 
lated conditions are the single 
greatest cause of disability in 
older Aruba citizens (aged 55 
yeas or older) and the tliird 
leading cause of disability 
burden overall. The 
Alzheimer’s Foundation of 
Aruba projects that by 2D3Q 
Aruba will face a shortage of 
paid and unpaid carers for 
people with A.D. and related 
conditions 

Tlie global report provides 
a comprehensive view of the 
impact the disease has on so¬ 
ciety. Aparticula focus this 
yea was the impact of 
Alzheimer’s and dementias 
on those who provide 

care The report concluded 
that there is need for addi¬ 
tional support in order to 
lessen the burden on the indi¬ 
vidual as well as the global 
infrastructure. 

Professor Martin Prince, 
leading author of the report 
comments "People witli de¬ 
mentia have special care 
needs. Compaed with other 
long-term cae users they 
need more personal care, 
more hours of cae, and more 
supervision, all of winch is 


giver strain, and higher costs. 
Their needs for cae start 
ealy in the disease course, 
and evolve constantly over 
time,, requiring advanced 
planning, monitoring, and co¬ 
ordination. Til at’s why de¬ 
mentia needs to be a public 
heal til priority and adequate 
planning needs to be in place 
so tliat people witli dementia 
can live well.” 

ADI IS calling for all gov¬ 
ernments to make dementia a 
prionty by developing Na¬ 
tional Dementia Plans to en¬ 
sure that national health and 
social care systems are ade¬ 
quately structured and funded 
to provide high-quality long- 
tenn care to people through¬ 
out the dementia j oumey. 

Mai’c Wortmann, execu¬ 
tive director, Alzheimer's 
Disease International said 
“We need to value those that 
prowde frond me care for 
people with dementia. Tins 
includes paid, as well as un¬ 
paid family caregivers, who 
share much in common. Gov¬ 
ernments need to acknowl¬ 
edge the role of caregivers 
and ensure that there are p oh- 
cies in place to support 
diem.” 

Tlie report conmients that 
die current investment in re¬ 
search and development into 


dementia (including preven¬ 
tion, ti'eatment, cure and care) 
IS currently an order of mag¬ 
nitude lower than would be 
indicated given the burden 
and cost of die disorder. It 
calls upon governments and 
research frmders worldwide 
to transform tlieir system of 
pnonhes, ensunng at least a 
tenfold increase in current 
levels of investment.

(AFF^--should Field's Senate 
schedule prevail, "we'd finish 
sometime on Sunday," he 
said. 

That would leave tlie 
House less than 4S hours to 
either pass the amended bill 
or send a re-wurked coun¬ 
teroffer back to the Senate. 

Government agencies 
would begin shutting their 
doors early Tuesday if no 
sp eii din g agre em ent is 
reached, and hundreds of 
thousands of federal wurkers 
would likely be ordered to 
stay home with no pay 

The top Senate Republi¬ 
can, Mitch McConnell, said 
he hoped to compress tlie 
process, leaving the House 
more time to work its will. 

"If the House doesn't get 
what we send over there until 
Monday, they're in a pretty 
tou^ spot" he said. 

McConnell also stressed 
that "any one senator can ob¬ 
ject to any effort to shorten 
the process" 

That lawmaker on Tues¬ 
day was Senator Ted Cruz, 
whose effort to block Reid's 
strategy appeared doomed to 
failure as McConnell and 
other Republicans peeled 
away. 

Cmz nevertheless took to 
the Senate floor to announce 
he would speak m opposition 
to fonding Ob am a care 'until 
I amno longer able to stand.' 

"We don't need fal^e 
fights, we don't need fake 
votes. We need real change,' 
the conservative Cruz said, 
blasting Washington's 
"rigged process'' that keeps 
Obamacare funded. 

Cruz's speech had all tlie 
feel of a typical Senate fili¬ 
buster, a blocking tactic 
aimed at preventing legisla¬ 
tion firom moving forward. 

But Reid insisted proce¬ 


dures were in place that 
would require Cruz to stop 
his speech by mid-day 
Wednesday. 

"There's no filibuster 
going on now," Reid said. 
"People can come and talk. 
But they can't do anything to 
change when we vote." 

With Cruz leading his 
conservative charge, a fellow 
F^.epublican warned that 
threatening a government 
shutdown over Obamacare 
may come back to haunt the 
party next year. 

"Defunding Obamacare is 
a goal all Republicans share, 
but the tactics we employ in 
achieving tliat goal can have 
abacklash,' Senator Lindsey 
Graliam said 

US mid-term elections 
will b e held Novemb er 2 D14, 
and die figlit over Obamacare 
is set to figure prominently in 
F^epublican efforts to win 
back the Senate and extend 
its control of tlie House. 

Should Congress pass a 
budget bill with no Oba¬ 
macare provision, F^epubli- 
cans including Graliam have 
suggested they will seek to 
use the next fiscal hurdle — 
die need to raise the debt ceil¬ 
ing -- to negodate a delay to 
the health law's implementa¬ 
tion. 

Tlie US Treasury may hit 
its legal borrowing limit of 
$16.7 trillion by mid-Octo¬ 
ber, and failure to raise the 
debt limit could send the US 
into its first-ever credit de¬ 
fault. 

Obama has insisted he 
will not negotiate over the 
need to raise die debt ceiling 
and prevent a default, but the 
White House has stressed 
that Obama has said he is 
willing to negodate "vintluii 
the context of a broader 
budget agreement."

JPMorgan offers $3 bn to 
settle Justice probes: report 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
JPMorgan Chase has offered 
to pay about $3 billion to set¬ 
tle an array of pending Jus¬ 
tice Department probes, Tlie 
Wall Street Journal reported 
Tuesday, citing a person fa¬ 
miliar with tlie discussions. 

Tlie Justice Department 
argLied JPMorgan would 
need to pay bilhons above tlie 
$3 billion offer to settle the 
cases, according to the per¬ 
son. 

Tlie newspaper, citing 
people familiar witil the mat¬ 
ter, said that JPMorgan, the 
biggest US bank by assets, 
and the Justice Department 
had expanded tlie settlement 
talks to include an array of 
cases. 

It said it was unclear 
which of the more tlian half a 
dozen open Justice Depart¬ 
ment investigations into JP- 
Morgan's conduct would be 
resolved by such an agree¬ 
ment. 

The talks are "very fluid" 
and an agreement "far fi'om 


certain,"' people close to the 
situation told the Journal. 

A spokesman for J PM or¬ 
gan declined comment. Tlie 
Department of Justice did not 
immediately respond to are- 
quest for comment 

JPMorgan faces a range of 
pending civil and cnminaL 
probes, including on its sale 
of mortgage-backed secun- 
ties before the financial crisis 
and its hiring of the relatives 
of top Chinese officials. 

Federal prosecutors in 
New York have launched 
cnminal probes of J PM or¬ 
gan's handling of the "Lon¬ 
don whale' trading debacle 
and its trading activity in the 
US electncity market. These 
two criminal probes would 
not be covered by the current 
deal being discussed, the 
Journal said. 

Last week, JPMorgan 
agreed to pay $92 D million in 
fines to US and Bntish regu¬ 
lators over the "London 
whale' debacle. 


Smithfield agrees to takeover by China’s Shuanghui 
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WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Shuanghui International won 
the largest ever Clime se 
takeover of a US company 
Tuesday'' when shareholders 
of pork giant Smithfield 
Foods approved its $'7.1 bil¬ 
lion offer. 

The deal locks in for 
Shuanghui and tlie giant Chi¬ 
nese market a strong supply 
fi'om the world's largest pig 
raiser and pork processor. 

Smithfield said the deal 
received 96 percent of the 
votes cast at a special share¬ 
holders meeting, despite an 
earlier challenge by a key in¬ 
vestor arguing that it under¬ 
valued Smithfield. 

Smitlifield president and 
chief executive Larry Pope 
called the deal "a great trans¬ 
action for all Smitlifield 


stakeholders, as well as for 
American farmers and US 
agriculture "■ 

Shuanghui, China's lead¬ 
ing meat processor, will pay 
$4.5 billion in cash, $34 a 
share, for Smithfield, an 
iconic name in American 
kitchens 'with $13 billion in 
annual sales 


Including Smithfield debt, 
the deal's vdue comes to $7.1 
billion 

Tlie deal had to clear a 
number of hurdles, including 
questions fi'om some politi- 
aans worried about Chinese 
control of a company deeply 
part of the US food system, 
and a review by tlie national 


security-focused Committee 
on Foreign Investment m the 
United States. 

CFIUS gave the deal a 
green light in early Septem¬ 
ber, but then the companies 
also had to b eat obj ections by 
hedge fund Starboard Value, 
a major shareholder, which 
said that Smithfield if broken 
up could be worth nearly $11 
billion. 

Starboard had sought 
more time to assemble a 
group of alternative buyers, 
but was unable to do so be¬ 
fore Tuesday's shareholder 
vote. Last Friday it admitted 
failure and announced that it 
would back the Shuanghui 
deal. 

Shuanghui International is 
a holding company based in 
Hong Kong, controlling the 


Shuanghui Group and Henan 
Shuanghui Development, 
winch it calls Chma's largest 
meat processing operation. 

It reported $6.2 billion m 
revenues last year, mainly 
firom meat processing and 
distribution fiirough 13 Chi¬ 
nese provinces. 

Tlie Smithfield deal will 
help Shuanghui satisfy 
Clnna's hunger for pork, after 
the country's imports more 
than tnpled between 2Q05 
and 2010, to nearly two mil¬ 
lion tomies a year. 

Shuanghui has said it 
would maintain the Smith- 
field name and its huge farm 
and processing facilities, as 
well as the corporate head¬ 
quarters in Smithfield, Vir¬ 
ginia

More tlian 1 DO officers have 
searched a strmg of properties 
m soutli Wales aftei' a man was 
found hvingm harrowing con¬ 
ditions at a fann m tlie village 
of Mai'shheld, neai’ tlie city of 
Newport, 13 yeai's after Ins 
family reported him missing. 

Darrell Simester had tom 
clothes and missing teeth 
when he was found by police 
last March at the farm, wbch 
IS described by tlie lo cal coun¬ 
cil as occupied by gypsies and 
travellers. 

Four people were arrested 
Monday by police investigat¬ 
ing the alleged slavery, in a 
case the interior ministry de¬ 
scribed as "shocking” 


A second "vulnerable" man, 
believed to he from eastern 
Europe, was discovered on 
Monday. His mental and phys¬ 
ical health were being exam¬ 
ined by Red Cross officials. 

Meanwlnle forensic teams 
were combmg ffie Marshfield 
farm after police received evi¬ 
dence ffiat a person may have 
been buned tliere 

Several other addresses m 
south Wales were raided on 
Monday over claims that peo¬ 
ple have been kept in poor 
conditions and forced to work 
for no pay.

She said recent revelations 
of US cyber spying -- includ¬ 
ing against Brazil -- from 
fugitive intelligence contrac¬ 
tor Edward Snowden had 
caused "anger and repudia¬ 
tion among vast sectors 
worldwide' 

She said tlie intmsion was 
even worse in Brazil, as per¬ 
sonal and corporate data -- 
from Oil giant Petrobras -- 


and COmmunications from 
embassies and even her own 
office were intercepted. 

"Meddling in such manner 
in the lives and affairs of 
other countries is in breach o f 
intemational affairs and as 
such it IS an affront to the 
principles., that otlierwjse 
govern relations between 
countnes," Rousseff said 
tbough a translator. 

The official English text of 
her speech called the spying 
a violation of international 
law 

She added that the US ar¬ 
gument that the surveillance 
by the National Secunty 
Agency was aimed at protect¬ 
ing against terrorism simply 
IS ■untenable."

Oil prices mixed as supply 

concerns fade 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Global oil prices fimshed 
mixed Tuesday amid easing 
supply concerns fueled by 
speculation about a diplomatic 
solution to the West's conflict 
widi Iran over its nudear pro¬ 
gram. 

Tlie price of US benchmark 
West Texas Intermediate for 
November delivery dropped 
4i3 cents to close at $103 13 a 
barrel, the fourth day in a row 
of decline. 

European henclimark Brent 
North Sea oil futures for No¬ 
vember delivery tacked on 4S 
cents to $10S 6A a barrel. 

Oil prices have been in re¬ 
treat recenQy in part due to tire 
diminished chance of a US 
military strike on Syria and, 
more recently, hints of a diplo - 
mafic opening between the 
West and Iran 

During an address to the 
Umted Nations Tuesday, Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama pushed 
for pursuing diplomacy with 
Iran's new government, but 
called on Teliran to be trails- 
pai'ent about its nudear pro¬ 
gram. 

Iran's economy has been 
cnppled by a senes of UN and 
US sanctions anued at enp- 
pling its nuclear pro gram. Hie 
West suspects the program in¬ 
cludes nuclear weapons, anal- 
legation Iran denies. 

“If they do indeed follow 
tliTQUgh with things and get 
sanctions lifted, they (Iran) 
have a lot of oil they can put 
on the market," said Kyle 
Cooper, managing pai'tner at 
lAF Advisors m Houston, 
Texas 

US oil prices rallied firom a 
low of $103 3D earlier in the 
day m part out of recognition 
that any change in Iraii's status 
in the international commimity 


would take significant time, 
Cooper said. 

Saudi Arabian Oil Minister 
All al-Naimi lent further 
downward pressure to prices, 
telling reporters on the side¬ 
lines of a Riyadh meeting that 
his country is "ready to com¬ 
pensate for any shortfaU in tlie 
oil market. " 

James Williams of WTRG 
Economics said there was no 
obvious reason for the divided 
pei'fiirmance of WTI and Brent 
on Tuesday. 

However, Williams said 
some traders fiuhk the gap be¬ 
tween the two prices is “too 
small" given the lofty supplies 
in the US and tire difficulties

Jacteon lawyer attacks promoter 
as trial nears cdimax 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Tlie promoters of Michael 
Jackson's last tour were "so 
excited" about making huge 
profits tliat they hired an unfit 
doctor for the star, his fam¬ 
ily's lawyer said TuesdEiy m 
closing arguments 

As a five-mo nth trial 
draws to a close, Jackson at¬ 
torney Brian Panish said tlie 
self-styled King of Pop was 
"an easy target" for AEG 
Live, which was managing 
his "This IS It" tour starting m 
London m 2009. 

Jackson died on June 25, 
200? firom an overdose of tlie 
anesthetic propofol at his 
rented Holmby Hills mansion 
outside Los Angeles, where 
he was rehearsing for the 
"This IS It" shows at Lon¬ 
don's 03 Arena. He was 50 
years old. 

Dr. Conrad Murray, a car¬ 
diologist, was convicted of 
involiintmy manslaughter in 
a criminal trial in 2011 for 
giving the drug to the 
"Thriller" star - who suSered 
from chronic insomma -- to 
help Inm sleep. He was jailed 
for four years 

In the civil trial, the 
singer's mother Katherine 
Jackson, 33, is seeking mas¬ 
sive damages — her len.^yers 


have cited $1.5 billion in lost 
income and an unspecified 
amount for emotional loss 
and other damages -- for 
Jackson's death. 

She alleges that AEG Live 
negligently hired an inappro¬ 
priate and incompetent doc¬ 
tor for her son and missed a 
series of red flags about his 
failing health in the nun-up to 
his death. 

"Hiey chose not to check 
any tiling about Dr Murray's 
background .. Tliey chose to 
mn the nsk, to make a huge 
profit, and they lost and 
they're responsible," he said. 

"AEG wanted the King of 
Pop in tlieir arena in Loiidaii 
They would do whatever it 
took to get Inm on stage 
They were so excited about 
how much money they were 
going to make," he added. 

Summing up Ins case, he 
said Jackson may have been 
one of tlie world's most fa¬ 
mous entertainers but in his 
mind he was like "a real-life 
Peter Pan." 

AEG Live counters tliat it 
did not sign a contract with 
Murray and tliat a pronnsed 
$150,ODD a month for his 
services would come firom an 
advance it was making to 
Jackson, meaning effectively 


that the star hired his own 
doctor. 

The issue of who hired 
Murray is crucial to the case, 
and Panish re-played video 
clips of AEG Live CEO 
Randy Philips, in which he 
told Sky News that Murray 
was "willing to leave his 
practice for a very large sum 
□f money. 

Panish told the jury they 
will get a sheet with five key 
questions, to which tliey must 
answer Yes or No, when tliey 
retire to consider their ver¬ 
dict, possibly by tlie end of 
this week. 

The first question asks 
them whether, in their view; 
"AEG Live lured Dr Mur¬ 
ray," followed by whether 
"Murray was uiifrt or incom¬ 
petent to perform the work 
for winch lie was hired." 

Others include whether 
AEG Live "knew or should 
have known that Dr Murray 
was unfit or incompetent and 
tins unfitness or incompe¬ 
tence created a particular nsk 
to others." 

AEG Live's lead lawyer, 
Marvin Putnam, is due to 
present his side's closing ar¬ 
guments after Paiusli con¬ 
cludes his suiiimiiig up

"TTie notion of head of 
household, for example, was 
removed from France's Civil 


Code m 1970 but persists in 
many civil codes’ throughout 
WestAfiica." 

In Russia, women are 
banned from 456 professions, 
including drivers of farm 
tiiicks, conducting freight 
ti'ains and woodworking. 

Many of those rules were in¬ 
herited from the fomier com¬ 
munist regime of the Soviet 
Urn on and were left un¬ 
changed. 

One result, the report said, 
was that the Fmssian Federa¬ 
tion had a In earnings differ¬ 
ence between genders during 
tlie transition to a market econ¬ 
omy. 

But at least 29 countries, in¬ 
cluding Saudi Arabia, Hon¬ 
duras and Senegal, have laws 
that systematically establish 
men has family heads giving 
diem powers over crucial de¬ 
cisions such as where to live, 
obtaining important docu¬ 
ments like passports, or open¬ 
ing bank accounts.

Franz Anton Beckenbauer 
(born in Munich, Germany 
on September 11, 1945) is a 
German football coadi, man¬ 
ager, and fanner player, inck- 
named Der Kaiser ('The 
Emperor") because of Ins el¬ 
egant style, lus leadership, 
and his hrst name "Franz" 
(reminiscent of the Austnan 
emperors), and his domi¬ 
nance on the football pitch. 

Franz grew up in tlie work¬ 
ing-class district of Giesing 
and, despite his father's cyni¬ 
cism about tlie game, started 
plEying football at the age of 
nine with the youth team of 
SC Munich '00 m 1954. 

Beckenbauer made lus 
debut witli Ba>''em in the Re- 
gionalliga Slid ("^Regional 
League South") on the left 
wing against Stuttgart er 
Kickers on 6 June 19S4. In 
lus first season in the regional 
league, 19d4-65, the team 
won promotion to the re¬ 
cently formed BundesligaL, 
tlie national league. 

In 19d3, at the age of 13, 
Beckenbauer was engulfed 
by controversy when it was 
revealed that his then girl¬ 
friend was pregnant and that 
he had no intention of marry¬ 
ing her Perhaps as a result of 
tlie less permissive social val¬ 
ues of tlie era, he was banned 
from the West German na¬ 
tional youth team by the 
DFB, and only readmitted 
after the intervention of the 
side's coach Dettmar Cramer. 

Bayern soon became a 
force 111 the new German 
league, wiiimng the German 
Cup in 1966—61 and achiev¬ 
ing European success m the 
Cup Winners' Cup m 1967. 
Beckenbauer became team 



Cups. He IS one of only two 
footballers, along with 
Brazil's Mario Zagallo, to 
have won the World Cup 
both as a player and as a 
coach. He is the only 
one to win it as captain 
and coach: He lifted the 
World Cup trophy as 
captain m 1974, and re¬ 
peated the feat as a man¬ 
ager in 1990. He is also one 
of only two players, along 
witli Brazil's D^alma Santos, 



captain for tlie 196S-d9 sea¬ 
son and led his club to their 
frrst league title. He began 
experimenting with the 
sweeper (libera) role around 
tins hme, refining the role 
into a new form and becom¬ 
ing perhaps tlie greatest expo¬ 
nent of the attacking sweeper 
game. 

He IS generally regarded as 
tlie greatest Gemian foot¬ 
baller of all time and the 
greatest and most decorated 
footballers m the Instory of 
tlie game. Beckenbauer was a 
versatile player who started 
out as a midfielder but made 
lus name as a defender He is 
often credited as having in¬ 
vented the role of the modem 
sweeper or libero.He has 
been awarded the Golden 
Ball 111 Europe in 1972 and 
1976. Beckenbauer appeared 
103 times for West Gemiany 
and played in three World 


to make tliree FIFA World 
Cup All-star teams (19dd, 
197D, 1974) With the club 
Bayern Munich, he won the 
Cup Winners' Cup in 1967 
and three consecutive Euro¬ 
pean Cups from 1974 to 
1976. Tlie latter feat made 
him the only player to win 
lliree European Cups as cap¬ 
tain of his club. He went on 
to become coach and later 
president of Bayern Munich. 
He IS also a member of tlie 
National Soccer Hall of 
Fame 

Today, Beckenbauer re¬ 
mains an influential figure m 
bath Gemian and interna¬ 
tional football. He led Ger- 
mtUiy's successfril bid to host 
the 2006 FIFA World Cup 
and chaired the organizing 
committee. He currently 
works as a pundit for Sky 
Germany and is a columnist 
for mass tabloid Bild.

known he was doping all along 
despite his lies denying it. 

Armstrong also aigued m a 
July request to dismiss that the 
US Postal Service received the 
benefits attached to his victo¬ 
ries for Its $4D million (39.7 
million euros) sponsorship 
from 199S-3004, but the filings 
Monday in response to Ann- 
strong's clauns challenged 
those assertions, 

Amistrong, who confessed 
Ins doping 1 ast J anu ary in a tel- 
evised intern ew with Oprali 


Winfi'ey, pulled off “arguably 
file gi'eatest fraud in the Instoiy 
of professional sports," accord¬ 
ing to the government filing. 

The original case against 
Armstrong was brought in 
3010 by former Armstrong 
teammate Floyd Landis, him¬ 
self a disgraced US rider who 
was stripped of a Tour de 
France title and latei' admitted 
doping 

Under whistleblower laws, 
Landi s woul d re ceiv e a p oiti on 
of the damages if fire govern¬ 
ment, which joined his case in 
Febmary, is successful. 

With potential triple dam¬ 
ages to be recovered under the 
False Claims Act, Armstrong 
could be hit for $130 million if 
he loses fire case 

Five fraud lawsuits were 
filed against Armstrong, in¬ 
cluding one by Acceptance In¬ 
surance Company seeking S3 
million in bonus money paid 
for Aimstrong's Tour wins 
fi-om 1999-3001.
